EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claims 7-13. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 7- 
13 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 7-13 have 
been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. In particular, the presence of a 
circulating electrolyte (inherently flowing from inlet to outlet) along with the pressure 
modulator that generated two pressure cycles independently synchronized but of 
opposite phase acting at the inlet and the outlet of the circulating electrolyte. The 
closest prior art included Kelly and Bousquet; however, neither Kelly nor Bousquet 
teach causing independently synchronized but of opposite phase acting at the inlet and 
the outlet of the circulating electrolyte. Kelly fails to teach a circulating electrolyte and 
Bousquet teaches only varying the pressure on the gas phase, not on the electrolyte 
itself, let alone creating a variation between the inlet and outlet.
